NSW clubs face up 
with $3000 fines

THE NSW Soccer Federation directors have 
warned their clubs that fines of up to $3000 
will apply if they permit sale and consump- 
tion of alcohol at Federation fixtures. 

The clampdown follows a particularly nasty inci- 
dent at the NSW Challenge Cup match between 
Rockdale Ilinden and Canterbury at St George 
Stadium. 

‘An observer told ASW: “I was totally stunned 
when several older Rockdale fans attacked a group 
of Canterbury followers. 

“Even one player had to jump from the grand- 
stand to avoid being beaten up. 

“As much as I don’t want to single out one 
faction, I believe the Rockdale officials must bear 
the blame for their supporters’ behaviour. 

“Last week at Hurstville Oval they were at it 
again. Melita was leading Rockdale 2-0 and then all 
hell broke loose. 

“Several older Melita fans were attacked as was 
their player, Lenny Vial. 

“These sickening events could even put me off 
Soccer.” 

A spokesman for the Federation said that the first 
incident was being dealt with, but the second had not 
come to notice. 

He added: “Last year the ruling was that a club 
could sell alcohol if it had a licence and it was sold 
and consumed in a roped off area. 

“Several unsavoury incidents have since been re- 
ported, and as a result the Board has had to review 
the whole question. 

“Effective from Saturday June 11, a complete ban 
on alcohol has been put into place where Federation 
fixtures are being played. 

“A fine of $1000 applies for the first offence, 
$2000 for the second and $3000 for the third. 

“Where a licence is held, sale will only be permit- 
ted 30 minutes after the last fixture is completed at 
the ground.” 

There is no question that the incident at St 
George Stadium was a disgusting affair, and that the 
perpetrators should be brought to book and banned 
from Soccer grounds forever. 

Too many people have been driven away from 
following the game in the past by behaviour of this 
nature. 

An atmosphere must apply in which a family can 
attend a game without having to put up with- this 
type of conduct. 
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EIGHT years in the 
West End National 
Soccer League and 
only 24 years of age.

After being injured in 
the Canberra series Car- 
ter was replaced by 
Robert Wheatley, who 
went on to claim a place 
in the Australia Youth 
team at Carter’s 
expense. 

Wheatley is of course 
another member of that 
unbelievably strong 
1988 Marconi back four. 

With Carter there is 
an innate modesty — a 
willingness to praise 
other players. 

Yet, as he won't say 
it, there wouldn’t need

to be much luck around 
for him to claim a spot in 
the Australian squad.

CONCLUSION 


It may be advantageous 
to include ‘‘outsiders”’, 
such as professional man- 
agers, on committees in 
order to gain other 
perspectives on the 
sport’s current major 
issues. 

Change and new ideas 
are often feared but may 
be necessary for the de- 
velopment (or survival) of 
your sport. 

The sports administra- 
tor needs to be receiptive 
to the lateral thinkers in 
and around their sport, 
encouraging them to 
speak and be heard.

slice the elite athletes, 
facilities, travel, admi- 
nistration, salaries and 
events receive can be en- 
lightening to many. 


Furthermore, are your 
fiscal endeavours clearly 
in line with the long-term 
development plans and 
desired image of your 
sport. 

The audited account 
should include details of 
all assets and liabilities, 
including monies and 
grants earmarked (and 
spent) for/on specific pro- 
jects. 


In conclusion, the 
sports administrator 
needs to plan the direc- 
tions and priorities re- 
quired to provide the 
greatest benefit to the 
sport. 

Instead of the crisis-to- 
crisis form of manage- 
ment where the only 
thoughts tend to be those 
directed towards the next 
event, sports administra-

tors should attempt to be 
organized in order to 
meet the needs of the 
long term future. 


To rent or buy facili- 
ties, to acquire gold me- 
dals, to incrase grass roots 
membership may be the 
sport’s major goals. 

To gain or spend capi- 
tal, to promote the image 
or media coverage of the 
sport, the evaluation of 
the positive and negative 
outcomes of projects and 
to documentation the 
same, may all be factors 
considered in your long 
term development plans. 


Moreover, be aware of 
selective perception, of 
only seeing what you 
want to see or are told to 
see; for example, to mis- 
takenly equate activity 
with productivity. 

In such ways you may 
help your sport via more 
innovative, modern Ia- 
terally thinking, pro- 
fessional, progressive 
sports administration.

Brazil will be fielding their developing 
national teams in the Bicentennial Gold 
Cup goes on and on. 

Whilst hopes of Maradona coming have all but 
vanished, the matter has to be looked at logically. 

For example, even the more low key Australia has 
to start again with many new and prospective players 
when a new World Cup four year cycle crops up. 

Established stars are discarded, or perhaps held 
on ice to see if there is still a spot for them. 

The new players are blooded, and a recast Natio- 
nal team emerges. 

Australians should express no surprise when 
Argentina and Brazil go through the same process. 

Big names can help to draw the fans when these 
teams come to Australia, but there is one acid test. 

And that is that the visitors produce high quality 
players and high quality matches during their short 
stay here. 

There are two tests for the Australian Soccer 
Federation. 

The first is the quality of the teams, and, given 
that, to convince the public that they will get that 
very quality. 

The ASF has never been strong on promotion, and 
in fact it has lost large numbers of former supporters 
for international matches for reasons other than the 
aging of the core Soccer population. 

Now, in a relatively short space of time, it has to 
target the South American fans who would want to 
particularly see Argentina and Brazil, and then influ- 
ence the general public to go along to the games. 

The ASF is confident that it has the right publicity 
build up program — in particular that is will come 
with a burst at the psychological moment and get 
maximum cover and attendances. 

Soccer so badly needs a first class Bicentennial 
Gold Cup to show the Australian public what it can 
achieve. 

If it doesn’t do so, no amount of Olympic Games 
hype will overcome the deficit. So here’s hoping that 
the ASF does the job. 

And, apart from giving Australia a huge birthday 
present, it will retrieve its own financial position and 
public standing. 

Play out on the field at international level is in the 
spotlight, but another scenario nevertheless is impor- 
tant in the management sphere. 

The states delegates control situation has existed 
back to the days of the Australian Soccer Football 
Association — the predecessor of the Australian Soc- 
cer Federation. 

At last there seems to be a realisation that more 
power must be placed in the hands of specialist 
people on subcommittees to handle the main tasks.

Will Soccer ever reach the heights that the game 
merits without an infusion of new businessmen and 
interests? All the evidence suggests that it won't. 

Everyone outside Soccer, who has the necessary 
perception to judge, knows that the game has been 
politics ridden for so many years past. 

It. will be well and good to improve the structure, 
but without people of the quality of those who control 
sports like Australian rules and rugby league, the full 
change can’t occur. 

The revolution that put cricket back into the box 
seat after it had languished and was on the way out, 
that should have its message to the controlled of 
Soccer. 

Allowing that Soccer has a smaller scene in which 
to operate misses the point. There must be personnel 
as well as structural improvements, especially as 
there has been no in depth management investiga- 
tion. 


Frank Arok — self starter extraordinaire! 


HAD you told the young Yugoslav sports 
editor covering the 1968 Olympics in 
Mexico City that 20 years later he would be 
masterminding an Australian Soccer 
team’s bid for Olympic glory he would 


have believed you. 


Multi talented Frank 
Arok, Winfleld Soccer- 
00 coach, supremo of 
St George and 56 year 
old grandfather of 
one, is like that. 

Anything is 
possible. 

With hard work and 
planned preparation, 
Arok himself would 
add. 

But back In 1968 
even a visionary like 
Arok, coach of leading 
Yugoslav second divi- 
sion side Novi Sad 
and reporting on his 
third Olympics in 
Mexico, that possibil- 
Ity stretched the Im- 
agination. 

Arok hardly knew 
where Australla was in 
those days but sur-

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ASKS MIKE JOHNSON 
WATCHING the contenders for the Euro- 
pean Nations Cup on SBS television the 
other evening brought home to me how 


little the game has changed tactically in the 


last decade and a half. 


The last major tactical 
breakthrough in Soccer 
came from the Ditch, 
under Rinus Michels, 
who introduced “total 
football” into the 1974 
World Cup. 


Also in that competi- 
tion the Dutch inters- 
persed into their ‘total’ 
attacking style, bouts of 
high pressure defence. 


This high pressure de- 
fence required two, 
sometimes three defen- 
ders pressurising the 
opponent in possession 
of the ball, something 
akin to modern rugby 
league. 


Since 1974 many 
teams, at club level 
especially, have flirted 
with the same style of 
play, some of them suc- 


ly. 
Liverpool this year 


aE a 


could be classed as its 
greatest exponent. 


It is difficult to con- 
template the attacking 
side of Soccer played 
with much more mobil- 
ity and interchange of 
positions than that 
achieved this year by 
Liverpool. 

A previous big tactical 
breakthrough in modern 
Soccer was in 1966 when 
England under mana- 
ger, Alf Ramsey, dis- 
pensed with wingers,

used only two strikers 
up front and had four 
men in the midfield. 
Thus came the 4-4-2 
formation which is used 
today by almost every 
Ca . 


club side in England. 

This 4-4-2 formation 
is also one most adopted 
by international sides to- 
day throughout the 
world. 

The increase in the 
number of midfield 
players is probably the 
other major change in 
recent times. 

Denmark stacked its 
midfield in the last 
World Cup. 

Tottenham two years 
ago played with only 
one striker up front, 
Clive Allen, with five 
men in the midfield. 

Some Italian team 
have also done this for 
some time. 

Napoli, with one and 
sometimes two strikers, 
Careca and Giordano 
quickly supported by a 
withdrawn Maradona, 
play predominately 
from midfield. 

This style of play re- 
quires greater tactical 
awareness than the 
more used 4-3-3, 4-4-2 
line ups. 

There is a tendency to 
bunch and crowd in the 
midfield, with players 
not sure what they are 
doing. 

No team, that I know 
about, have tried it in 
Australia. 


Style, tactics 


Will we see anything 
revolutionary in this 


year’s European Na- 
tions Cup? 

I doubt it, from what 
We saw in the run up to 
the Cup, displayed on 
SBS. 

Some of the more cul- 
tured Soccer playing na- 
tions, such as Yugosla- 
via and Czechoslovakia, 
seem to have incorpo- 
tated into their game the 
quick closing down of 
Opponents in possession 
of the ball, the way the 
English have been doing 
for about the last 15 
years. 

Michels is once more 
in charge of the Dutch 
team and it will be in- 
teresting if they intro- 
duce anything new, or 
different. 

He does have Ruud 
Gullit, whom some 
claim is the world’s best 
player, in his ranks, 
which allows scope for 
some innovation, but 
from what we have seen 
on SBS the Dutch, 
though looking a useful 
team, do not have any- 
thing revolutionary to 
show us. 

It is probably in the 
area of individual skill 
that we can hope for 
new standards to be set in 
West Germany. 

As individual and 
group defence gets bet- 
ter it is natural that 
attacking skill will seek 
to overcome it. 


That is in the nature 
of human beings. 

No amount of tight 
marking could stop 
Kenny Dalglish (current 
Liverpool manager, still 
only 35) from getting in 
turns, shots, crosses and 
the mazy dribbles, all of 
which made him a great 
player. 

As a kid, I watched 
Stanley Matthews consi- 
dered Great Britain’s 
best ever player in pos- 
session of the ball. His 
dribbling skill was legen- 
dary. In later years I 
played against him. 

I do not consider him 
as good on the ball as 
Maradona. 

However, if he had 
played in these modern 
times I am sure he 
would have been. 

Matthews was used to 
far more space than 
Maradona. 

Maradona, like many 
modern stars, is able to 
handle the ball in the 
tightest of situations, be- 
cause they have to. 

But not even these 
players can handle close 
marking defenders who 
get away with butchery. 


Clean up 
The Australian Soccer 
authorities are to be 
congratulated on their 
stand to try and cut cyni- 
cal butchery out of our 
game. 


Marconi is strong on back room staffing 


FRANK SCICLUNA INVESTIGATES 
THIS season’s resurgence by Marconi as 


serious championship 


contenders is due in 


no small way to new coach Berti Mariani’s 
efforts in harnessing the club’s enormous 
player talent into an entertaining yet result 


producing unit. 


Ever since the Fair- 
field club won its last 
major honor nearly a 
decade ago, it has con- 
sistently threatened to 
repeat that success but 
so far has failed to deliv- 
er the goods. 


While Marconi’s play- 
ing staff, full time admi- 
nistration, outstanding 
facilities and overall 
professionalism has al- 
ways been its hallmark, 
a repeat of its first 
National Championship 
since 1979 has so far 


eluded the club. 


1988 shows real pro- 
mise however of all the 
hard work finally paying 
off. 


Mariani’s appoint- 
ment as senior coach, 
together with a virtual 
free rein to manage all 
aspects of running Soc- 
cer including its promo- 
tion, marketing, 
sponsorship and co- 
ordinating the club’s 
junior set up, is begin- 
ning to appear as a deci- 


sive one. 

Widespread doubts as 
to his ability to cope 
with all that responsibil- 
ity in his first season of 
coaching have all but 
vanished. 

One of Mariani’s ear- 
liest decisions was the 
recruitment of a back 
room staff team to asist 
him, and this has also 
proved vital in carrying 
Marconi to its present 
position. As his assis- 
tant, Mariani called 
upon former long serv- 
ing Marconi team mate 
Paul Degney, who made 
154 first team appear- 
ances in his eight sea- 
sons with the club. 

During that period, 
Degney was a member 
of the 1979 champion- 
ship winning side and 


represented Australia 
on four occasions. 

His vast knowledge of 
National League Soccer 
gives the former Marco- 
ni defender a thorough 
understanding of what’s 
required to obtain the 
very best out of his 
players. 

Critics may well argue 
that experience is a vital 
factor for coaching suc- 
cess, but there’s no 
denying that this 
Mariani-Degney com- 
bination has brought a 
vigorous fresh outlook 
and a certain amount of 
flair to which the side is 
positively responding. 

Together with De- 
gney, Mariani also 
brought South African 
born trainer Spencer 
Thorpe to the club after 


a ten year NSL career 
with APIA and Sydney 
Olympic. 

Overcoming niggling 
but potentially serious 
knocks to key players is 
a crucial and often 
underrated ingredient of 
a team’s results. 


Thorpe is undoubted- 
ly one of the best train- 
ers in the business and 
his professionalism has a 
tendency to rub off on 
his player’s attitude to- 
wards their injuries. 

Having been part of 
Sydney Olympic’s suc- 
cess under Manfred 
Schaefer, Thorpe rates 
this Marconi side as hav- 
ing similar potential to 
carry all before it. 

“Without doubt, they 
are the two outstanding 
outfits that I have been 


involved with. 

“T won't be at all sur- 
prised to see Marconi go 
all the way this year,” 
Thorpe predicted. 

Football champion- 
ships obviously have to 
be won on the field, but, 
together with a talented 
squad of players, a team 
needs to have the com- 
mitment and expertise 
of its backroom staff and 
this is what Mariani has 
endeyoured to assemble 
at Bossley Park. 

Should Marconi suc- 
ceed in celebrating it’s 
30th anniversary with a 
National League 
triumph, Mariani and 
his behind the scene 
assistants would have 
played just as big a role 
as the players who made 
it all happen.

While individual skill 
on the ball has improved 
immensely, typified by 
South American play- 
ers, fast, penetrating 
interpassing to beat 
pressure defence is not 
as often seen. 

Liverpool this year 
produced many bril- 
liant, fast, interpassing 
moves between three, 
four, or five players that 
cut even the best de- 
fences to pieces. 

Good interpassing 
play in Australia in re- 
cent seasons had been 
shown by Preston Make- 
donia, St George and 
Adelaide City. 

However, the passing 
has not always been 
quick enough, nor direct 
enough and has too 
often been eventually 
confronted with an eight 
man defence, which was 
given time to recover 
back in massed 
organisation. 

Adelaide City lost an 
early season game to the 
fast recovering defence 
of Wollongong Wolves, 
because of this failing. 

City was hit by quick 
counter attacks from 
this massed defence and 
a late goal from guest 
striker Alan Brazil clin- 
ched victory for the 
Wolves. 

Liverpool, has set the 
way for years to come in 
standards of individual 
and combined skill, 
particularly the fast, one 
touch passing move- 
ment. 

It has shown you need 
players highly skilled on 
the ball — Beardsley, 
Barnes, Houghton, 
McMahon who run with 
it well — to produce 
mobility. These players 
are comfortable with the 
ball, good passers, all 
with tactical awareness 
of what they are trying 
to do. 

They are the opposite 
of teams which give 
“jobs” to most of their 
players, producing the 
stereotyped players for 
which so many English 
teams at all levels are 
famous or infamous. 

England, in the Euro- 
pean championship, has 
the skills of Beardsley, 
Barnes and Hoddle to 
call upon and may, at 
last, have a team to be 
proud of for its skill as 
well as its application 
and with a chance to win 
the championship.

Apart from his Soccer, 
Bill Englefield played 
Sheffield Shield cricket 
for South Australia, 
going to Adelaide at the 
special request of the in- 
comparable Sir Donald 
Bradman. 

He also kept wickets 
for a strong Northern 
Districts team in Sydney 
first grade, and was 
amongst the top keep- 
ers in the Common- 
wealth. 

He was a great battler, 
an astute businessman 
and property expert and 
a real gentleman. 

Sincere condolences 
to his wife Ethel Rose 
and family, including 
solicitor son Graham, a 
former Soccer player of 
considerable ability.

Whose Fault? 


EVERYONE has seen the spoilt little brat 
who screams and pleads “Its not my fault” 
every time something goes wrong. 


We seem to accept this as childishness, something 
we will grow out of. 

But how different is this behaviour to that seen on 
all Soccer fields? = 

How often do you ‘see players throwing tantrums 
after a bad pass or a missed shot. 

Are these tantrums only more sophisticated ways 
of the players way “its not my fault”? 


Placing the blame on others is the hallmark of a 
poor, or at best, medicore player. 

These players are great at finding excuses, laying 
the responsibility at the feet of others. It’s a habit 
they have refined over the years. It’s a stupid habit. 
‘In the world of Soccer there are thousands of 
excuses. These are the “why nots” available to 
medicore players. To have their excuses is to have 
what every loser in history has had. 

None are original. Really they are all identical. 
All excuses say “It was not my fault!” 


Some people may even believe your excuses. Pa- 
rents and girlfriends may believe you. 

They may find it easier to kid themselves than to 
accept the fact that someone they love is a loser. 

Some team-mates may also believe you. This will 
especially be the case if they can share your excuse. 

They feel its more valued if two or more losers 
joint the finger somewhere else. 

Some of your friends will realise that its just an 
excuse but they keep quiet. They accept you, weak- 
ness and all. 


Perhaps no none will care enough about you to 
tell you its your fault! 

To be a good player you must forget about ex- 
cuses. To lay the blame somewhere else excludes 
you from the solution. 

When its not your problem you can do nothing 
about solving it. 

Perhaps you really can identify the problem. 
Maybe one of your team mates did not do this job. 

Maybe the referee did make some crucial bad 
calls. What good does throwing a tantrum or making 
excuses do? 


Good players are aware of this. They realise that 
they are the only ones they can change. They learn 
to look inward. 

So next time you feel like lashing out at someone, 
you know waying “Its not may fault”, realise how 
absurd it is.

AC MILAN IN RUUDEST 0 


BY PAUL MOON 


AC Milan — for almost 
a decade one of 
Europe’s sleeping 
giants — have been 
aroused from their 
slumber. 

The fact that a Dutch- 
man, Ruud Gillit, was the 
major inspiration behind 
Milan’s first significant 
honour since 1979 is en- 
tirely appropriate, for 
foreigners have been in- 
fluential throughout the 
club’s history. 

It was an Englishman, 
Alfred Edwards, who laid 
the foundation stone in 
1899 when forming the 
Milan Cricket and Foot- 
ball Club. The original 
membership consisted of 
six Britons and five weal- 
thy Italians, including 
multi millionaire manu- 
facturer Piero Pirelli. 

Pirelli served the club 
both as president and 
generous financial back- 
er. His enthusiasm, vision 
and money enabled the 
now renamed AC 
(‘‘Associazione Calcio”) 
Milan to succeed Genoa; 
winners of the first three 
Italian Champions, in 
1901 and gain further suc- 
cesses in 1906 and 1907 
with sides featuring Eng- 
lish, Scottish and Swiss 
players. 

Included in the 1901 
side was Dr Kilpin (an 
Englishman) whom history 
records as being amongst 
Italian Soccer’s most en- 
thusiastic pioneers. 

A dispute within the 


club membership over a 
proposal to present three 
Swiss amateur stalwarts 
then serving Milan with 
commemorative medals 
in 1908 ended in the 
disgruntled contingent 
walking out to form their 
own organisation. 

Thus, great rivals Inter- 
nazionale Milan came 
into being and a severely 
weakened Milan slumped 
into the doldrums — 
where they remained for 
over forty years. 

The revival, when it be- 
latedly eventuated, was 
sparked by a trio of 
Swedes. Gunnar Gren, 
Gunnard Nordahl and 
Nils Liedholm, collective- 
ly known as “‘Grenoli’’, 
spearheaded Sweden’s 
gold medal winning side 
at the 1948 Olympic 
Tournament before mov- 
ing south and extending a 
modern day Nordic 
legend. 

Milan’s Italian League 
success in 1951 (the first 
for 44 years) proved to be 
the prelude to a golden 
era. During the same de- 
cade, three further 
domestic Championships 
and two Latin Cups were 
added. 

Only one of the most 
amazing individual 
performances of all time, 
by Alfredo Di Stefano in 
the 1958 European 
Champions’ Cup Final, 
prevented them from 
terminating Real Mad- 
tid’s gallop to five con- 
secutive wins in that com- 
petition in mid track.

Many outstanding play- 
ers followed the three 
fabulous Swedes, to en- 
sure that Milan remained 
a major force in Europe 
throughout the 1960s and 
1970s. 

Uruguayan inside left 
Juan Schiaffino (the sub- 
ject of a then world re- 
cord transfer fee — 
$144,000 — when moving 
from Penarol in 1954), 
mercurial Brazilian strik- 
er Jose Altafini, hard- 
tackling West German 
defender Karl-Heinz 
Schnellinger, creative 
Swede Kurt Hamrin and 
the most revered of them 
all, Italy’s won “Golden 
Boy’’ Gianni Rivera, 
were instrumental in 
making Milan’s red and 
black striped jersey an 
immediately recognisable 
sight to Soccer followers 
throughout the world. 

The European Cham- 
pions’ Cup (in 1963 and 
1969), the European Cup 
Winners’ Cup (1968 and 
1973), the Italian League 
(1962, 1968 and 1979), the 
Inter-Continental Cup 
(1969) and the Italian Cup 
(1967, 1972, 1973 and 
1977) were all captured be- 
fore the latest big drought 
commenced. 

Just over a year ago, it 
appeared certain that the 
1980s would be nothing 
more than a prolonged 
nightmare for Milan fans.

The period commenced 
with the club being rele- 
gated into Serie B as a 
punishment for their part 
in a match-fixing scandal 
and, no sooner had they 
recovered from that 
trauma, than the 
Milanese were reported 
to be $24,000,000 in debt. 

Perhaps remembering 
their British origins (the 
Anglo ‘‘Milan’’ in the 
club’s name, rather than 
“*Milano’’, has always 


been cherished and never 
more so than when Be- 
nito Mussolini enforced a 
change to the conventio- 
nal Italian place name in 
the 1930s), Milan signed 
Joe Jordan, Luther Blis- 
sett, Ray Wilkins and 
Mark Hateley. 


None of them ever 
looked to be architects 
capable of rebuilding a 
great club’s reputation. 


A rather unlikely fairy 


godfather then emerged 
from the wings in the 
form of Silvio Berlusconi, 
who had “gained” notori- 
ety as a media magnate 
with a reputation very 
similar to that of former 
Australian Rupert 
Murdoch. 


Any doubts about Ber- 
lusconi’s motives for be- 
coming Milan’s president 
were quickly annulled as 
he recruited soon-to-be- 


crowned-European-Foot- 
baller-of-the-Year Ruud 
Gullit and the rest, as the 
cliche goes, is now 
history. 

But, history is the last 
thing on the minds of Ber- 
lusconi, Gullit and every- 
body else associated with 
AC Milan. Their atten- 
tions are focused upon 
the future in general and 
the 1988-89 European 
Champions’ Cup in 
particular. 


GIOVANNI GALLI: Italy’s goalkeeper throughout 


} their 1986 World Cup finals campaign, but discarded

PAULO MALDINI: The son of Cesare Maldini, who 
captained Milan’s European Champions’ Cup winning 
side in 1963 and won 14 senior international caps, he 
has recently established himself in the Azzurri squad. 

Now usually operates in defence, but has proven 
himself a very capable midfielder in the past. 

MAURO TASSOTTI: Gained under 21 international 
caps before joining Milan from Lazio in 1980 and B 
international caps after. A solid stopper. 


CARLO ANCELOTTI: A $5,000,000 transfer deal 
brought this international class midfielder to Milan last 
year from AS Roma, with whom he won an Italian 
League Championship winners’ medal in 1983. 

Injuries, which kept him out of the 1982 World Cup 
finals and 1984 European Champions’ Cup-Final, have 
blighted his career. 

MARIO BORTOLAZZI: Star midfielder in the Ita- 
lian side that finished fourth in the 1983 European 
Youth Championship, he played for Mantova and 
Fiorentina before joining Milan in 1986. 


ANGELO COLOMBO: Industrious midfielder who 
was attached to Monza and Avellino before moving to 
Milan in 1987. 

ROBERTO DONADONI: Helped Atalanta advance 
from Serie C to Serie A before joining Milan in 1986. A 
integral cog in the Italian senior national team’s mid- 
field, he is likely to feature prominently in the forth-

ALBERIGO EVANI: Italian under 21 international 
linkman.

ENGLAND 


TONY DORIGO 
(Chelsea): Melbourne 
born, Adelaide pro- 
duced left-back, brought 
into the English squad 
after some outstanding 
performances for the 
under 21 selection and 
the broken leg suffered 
by Stuart Pearce, 

Continuing poor form 
by Kenny Sansom may 
provide him with a place 
in the England starting 
line up in West 
Germany. 

Has played for two re- 
legated clubs; Aston 
Villa and Chelsea, dur- 
ing the last two cam- 
paigns — joining the lat- 
ter from the former in a 
$960,000 transfer a year 
ago. Highly regarded by 
Bobby Robson. 

DAVE WATSON 
(Everton): An outstand- 
ing central defender for 
Everton — the club he 
joined from Norwich 
City following a 
$1,800,000 transfer in 
1986 — but has yet to 
fully convince when 
wearing an England 
jersey. 

Terry Butcher’s sad 
inability to recover from 
a broken leg gave him 
the opportunity to re- 
gain a place in the senior 
international squad. Be- 
gan career with Liver- 


pool. 

GARY STEVENS 
(Everton): Played in all 
five of England’s games 
during the 1986 World 
Cup finals, but a pelvic 
injury sidelined him for 
much of the 1986-87 sea- 
son and only recently 
has peak form been re- 
gained. 

An adventurous right 
back who has won a host 
of honours with Everton 
— the club he joined as 
an apprentice in 1980. 

GLENN HODDLE 
(Monaco): Has con- 
founded the critics who 
believed his days as an 
international class mid- 
fielder had ended with a 
$1,600,000 transfer that 
took him from Totten- 
ham Hotspur and the 
English League to the 
more lucrative, but far 
less demanding French 
League last year (when 


nearing 30 years of age) 


by continuing to pro- 
duce some excellent 
performances for 
England. 

Recently gained a 
French League Cham- 
pions’ medal to go along 
with two FA Cup win- 
ners’ medals won at 
Tottenham. 


ITALY 


CARLO ANCELOT- 
TI (AC Milan): Talented, 
but injury-prone, mid- 
fielder who has only re- 
cently developed into a 
true international class 
player — over seven 
years after winning his 
first senior cap. 


Began career at 
Parma, then spent eight 
seasons at AS Roma be- 
fore a $5,000,000 trans- 
fer took him to AC 
Milan last year, a move 
that has since earnt him 
a midfield place in the 
Italian league cham- 
pions’ side. Previously 
won a title with Roma 
and a runners-up medal 
in the European Cham- 
pions Cup. 


ROBERTO 
CRAVERO (Torino): 
The only real shock in- 
clusion in the squad. He 
commenced his career at 
Torino, then spent two 
seasons with Cesena and 
gained under 21 caps 
whilst there before re- 
turning to his original 
club, 


A utility defender, 
who often plays as a 
libero — he came into 
the squad when veteran 
Salvatore Bagni was not 
considered because of a 
knee injury. 

ROBERTO MAN- 
CINI (Sampdoria): A 
teenage prodigy — hav- 
ing made his Serie A de- 
but for Bologna when 16 
(in 1981), cost Sampdoria 
a $2,400,000 transfer fee 
one year later, won 24 
under-21 caps and made 
senior international de- 
but as a 19-year-old. 


Unfortunately, form 
for Azzurri has been 
patchy to date, but he 
may prove to be Italy’s 
trump card at the 1990 
World Cup finals.

His club Verona are having a huge ‘end of season 
clearance’ and Elkjaer is one of seven players 
to be on the transfer list. Both Racing de 
Paris and Bordeaux have expressed interest. West 
German international Thomas Berthold has had a 
disappointing first season in the ‘gialloblu’ and has 
also been placed on the list and is wanted by German 
club SV Hamburg. Verona want a complete ‘new 
look’ for the next season and have already signed 
Argentinian star Claudio Caniggia (22) and were 
chasing his compatriots Ruggeri, Troglio and 
Borghi. 
* Italian manager Azeglio Vicini is not putting too 
much emphasis on the European Championships. 
“If Italy was to win in Germany and then perform 
poorly in the 1990 World Cup at home, we would 
have been seen to have failed and produced a nega- 
tive result from our rebuilding of the past two sea- 
sons,” he states matter of factly. 

“The European finals are obviously very impor- 
tant, but mostly because these matches will be a 
vee to begin preparations for the World Cup in 
italy.

“Italy has gone into these finals somewhat ‘in- 
cognito’, in 1990 we are obligated to win.” 

Vicini quelled the rumours about Milan midfiel- 
der Carlo Ancelotti wanting a guaranteed spot in the 
starting line-up. 

“These rumours are not true, Carlo knows, as do 
the rest, that no one has a mortage on a spot. 
Anyone who thinks otherwise is sadly mistaken.” 

He says that his ideal ‘weapon’ in Salvatore Bagni 
(32) no longer exists, “he will be missed — a player 
who can be relied on when the pressure is on.” 

Vicini then named the men to wary of in the other 
sides. 

“The stars are well distributed: Thon, Matthaus, 

Klinsmann and Voeller (West Germany), Butra- 
gueno and Michel (Spain), Elkjaer and Laudrup 
(Denmark), Lineker, Beardsley and Robson (Eng- 
land), Zavarov and Protassov (USSR), Gullit and 
Van Basten (Holland) and Aldridge (Eire).” 
* As team-mate Sampdoria and Italy team-mate 
Luca Fusi prepared to sign for Napoli, Gianluca 
Vialli let go a few ‘home truths’ this week during the 
Euro’88 finals. 

“I want to grow my hair exactly like that of Ruud 
Gullit. P've already surprised everyone once before 
with my short style during the Mexico World Cup, 
but now my dream is to have the long locks like 
Gullit. Only one problem though, I'm scared of how 
my father will react!

The 20-year-old front-runner was all set for the trip 
to Turin to link up with Juventus, in fact he himself 
believed this was the case, but when his club Cesena 
heard of Roma’s interést (and their willingness to 
expend more money than Juventus) Rizzitelli was 
informed at Italy’s Euro’88 training camp at 
Milanello that he would in fact be wearing the red 
and yellow of the Roman club in season 1988-89 
rather than the black and white stripes of the crack 
northern club. Says Rizzitelli: “I asked Cesena to 
resolve my transfer prior to leaving for the Euro- 
pean Chmapionships, I am now happy with the way 
it worked out. 

“People have asked me these last few days, what 
happened. Everyone expected me to join Juventus, 
all that remained was my signature on the contract 
and I thought I was definitely headed for Turin to 
link up with Tan Rush but now I will be playing 
alongside the West German Rudi Voeller and the 
Brazilian Renato.

EUROPEAN CHAMPIONSHIP 


ITALY may have been justified in feeling somewhat agrieved following their 
1-1 draw in the European Nations’ Championship finals against hosts West 
Germany, in the tournament's pipe-opener in front of a capacity 68,400 
Dusseldorf crowd. 

Certainly the Italians created the more clearcut scoring opportunities and unfortu- 
nately for them the usually brilliant 23-year-old Gianluca Vialli of Sampdoria chose 
this night to play only in patches of the form that has had made him the talk of 
Europe recently. 

In fact it was his club team-mate Roberto Mancini (another product of the Italian 
under 21 team) who became the talk of the town when he whipped in the first goal of 
the tournament in the 51st minute. His joy and that of Italy was short-lived however 
when English referee Keith Hackett penalised goalkeeper Walter Zenga for taking 
too many steps and Andrea Brehme converted the resultant indirect free-kick. 


Despite the purists offerings of a tight defensive match the teams went out and 


combined to produce an opening match of true class. 

Young AC Milan left-back Paolo Maldini had a horrid start when he was booked 
in only the sixth minute for a reckless challenge from behind on Olaf Thon. Apart 
from that Pierre Littbarski (winning his 54th cap as against Maldini’s fourth) was 
taking the youngster on with regularity. 

However Vialli was the focal point early on, serving Giuseppe Giannini with a 
delightful backheel following a mistake from Matthias Herget. 

It was the rampant Vialli that snuck between Herget and Guido Buchwaldfollow- 
ing Juergen Kohler’s misdirected header only to see Eike Immel cover himself in 
glory with a point blank save. 

Franco Baresi, the sweeper who reminds one of the great Gaetano Scirea and 
Giacinto Facchetti, was coming forward with purpose and covering well when 
required, 

West Germany’s captain Lotthar Matthaus was involved from the start and the 
home side’s inspiration from the middle of the park. 

When Thon chopped Carlo Ancelotti he should have been shown the yellow card 
but Hackett kept his hand out of the pocket. If he wasn’t booked then, surely his 
clattering thump into the back of Fernando De Napoli’s legs on the stroke of half- 
time deserved his name taken. 

These were just a couple of decisions that were to disturb the Italians, such as 
Ancelotti’s booking — totally undeserved as he cleanly dispossessed Matthaus. 

Matthaus’ volley from 30 yards direct from a comer was a delight to behold as he 
met the ball cleanly and sent it ever so close to goal, sending shudders through 
Zenga. 

Roberto Donadoni proved Italy’s most influential player and continually 
threatened with his silky skills and jinking runs. It was the Milan player’s determina- 
tion in dispossessing firstly Thomas Berthold and then Buchwald which led to 
Mancini’s first goal for the Azzurri in 15 games. : 

Donadoni won possession near the byline and cut the ball back for Mancini who 
slipped his first time shot beyond the despairing Immel to give Italy the lead. 

But then came Hackett’s decision to pull up Zenga for taking too many steps. The 
fact remains though that Zenga and many other European and South American 
keepers ‘waltz’ around with the ball before distributing and this can only be seen as a 
case of the referee ‘nit-picking’ and serving the Italians a real injustice. The Germans 
may argue that they should have certainly been awarded a free-kick right on the edge 
of the Italian area in the first half when Matthaus was blatantly tripped by Ricardo 
Ferri, Hackett erred in waving play on and now the hosts had their just desserts. 

Matthaus touched it for Brehme and incredibly his shot went between the men 
instrumental for securing Italy’s lead, Donadoni and Mancini — the latter being 
largely at fault for breaking his link in the wall. Zenga had no chance to redeem 


himself, whilst Mancini undid all his good work in scoring by handing the equaliser - 


on a platter to Brehme. 
In spite of a shaky beginning Maldini performed admirably and may have been the 
hero when he beat the all too uncertain Herget to a high ball, brought it down 
expertly only to thump his shot into the sidenetting with Immel beaten.
